It is this day ordered that the following General Rules 
and Orders shall from and after this date and until further 
order, take effect and be in force in the Land Commission 
in relation to all proceedings under and in pursuance of 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1885, part V. of the 
Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1881, or any part of any Act in- 
corporated therewith, in relation to the acquisition of land 
by tenants, and that all previous Rules and Orders shall, 
save and so far as is otherwise herein provided, cease to 
be in force as regards all proceedings commenced or con- 
tinued after this date in relation to such proceedings : — 

1. The existing rules of the Land Commission, dated 
12th December, 1883, as regards the computation of time, 
the extension of time, subpoenas, and generally in relation 
to procedure and practice (save that the computation of 
time by days shall be exclusive of Sundays and of the • 

Court holidays therein mentioned, and such computa- 
tion shall be exclusive of the first and inclusive of the 
last day ; and where the expression, clear days shall be 
used, the computation shall be exclusive both of the first 
and of the last day), shall so far as applicable, and not 
inconsistent with the following rules, be in force as 
regards such proceedings. 

2. Where a landlord and a tenant shall have agreed as Acquisition 

to the sale of a holding application may be made in ° f Lands by

3. Where the tenants desire that the Commission 
should buy an estate or lot in the Land Judges’ Court, in 
order to resell to them, they shall send to the Commission 
with the Court rental, at least one fortnight before the 
day of sale, undertakings to buy their holdings, on 
Form No. 2, specifying the prices, and the amounts 
they require as loans. 

4. Where a tenant intends to bid for or Repurchase 
a holding on an estate for sale in the Court of the' Land 
Judges, and requires an advance for the purpose, he shall

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apply on Form No. 3, and a copy of the rental of the 
estate, or of the Consolidated Final Notice to tenants, 
if the rental shall not have been settled, shall be lodged, 
and the Commission may sanction an advance con- 
ditionally upon the tenant being declared purchaser of 
his holding. Where a tenant has been declared the 
purchaser of his holding, the Land Commission will 
lodge the advance sanctioned, on being furnished with 
a certificate of sale to the tenant and a certificate of 
the lodgment of his portion of the purchase-money, if 
any, and a privity for lodgment by the Land Com- 
mission. 

5. When either landlord or tenant desires the sale 
to be negotiated and completed through the medium of 
the Commission, an application for that purpose may be 
in the Form No. 4, and the Commission may entertain 
the application, provided the party applying undertake 
to pay the necessary expenses of such negotiation. 

Sales to the 6. Where a landlord desires to sell his estate, and ' 
Land Com- contemplates the purchase thereof by the Commission 
mission. f or the purpose of re-sale to the tenants, he may make 
application to the Commission in Form No. 5, and there- 
upon the Commission may negotiate with the landlord 
with respect to the price at which he will be willing to 
sell, and may require the landlord to sign an undertaking 
to pay the reasonable expenses of the sale by him to the 
Commission. 

7. Upon such a proposal being signed, the landlord 
shall satisfy the Commission that a competent number 
of the tenants are able and willing to purchase their 
holdings, and shall obtain from a competent number of 
the tenants, undertakings to purchase their holdings, 
which may be in Form No. 2. 

Applica- 8. Where a competent number of tenants, on any 
tions by estate, desire the Commission to purchase an estate for 
tenants to re _ ga j e t 0 them, they shall lodge with the Commission 
mi^onto" undertakings on Form No. 2 specifying the prices and the 
purchase amounts they require as Loans, and they shall lodge such 
estates. sum as the Commission may require, to cover the expenses 
of negotiation, survey, and valuation. 

Under- 9. Before making any order for an advance to any

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sign an undertaking to execute to the Commission the execute 
necessary Deed of Mortgag'e to secure the repayment of ® eed 
the advance.

, 10. Every application for an advance shall he accom- Ordnance 
panied by the six-inch Ordnance map distinguishing ma P 40 be 
thereon the exterior boundaries of the holding or hold- l od g ed - 
ings and the numbers of the holdings in respect of which 
advances are applied for • or if the sale be in the Court 
of the Land Judges, by a copy of the Court rental. 

Where applications for advances are made in respect of 
several holdings upon the same estate, a single map with 
the holdings so delineated thereon may be lodged. 

11. If it shall appear to the Commission necessary to Preliminary 
make a survey or a preliminary inquiry in respect of any expenses, 
application, they may, before entertaining it, require the 
applicant to lodge such sum as they may consider sufficient 

to cover the reasonable expenses of such survey or 
inquiry ; and the Commission may require such state- 
ments, rentals, or other documents to be furnished and 
verified, as they may think fit. 

12. Before making any conveyance or vesting order Arrears of 
the Land Commission shall be satisfied that the tenants’ ™ nt> sati f 
rents up to the last gale day have been paid, satisfied, or ac Ion ° ' 
released. 

13. An “Appearance Book ” shall be kept in which any Appear- 
person claiming to be interested in any estate or holding, ances. 
the subject-matter of any application, shall be at liberty 
personally, or through his solicitor, to enter an appear- 
ance for the purpose of being served with notices, and 

the address therein stated may be altered by him from 
time to time ; and any person so appearing may with- 
draw bis appearance. The appearance may be either 
general or special, in order that the person appearing 
may have notice of any particular proceedings to be 
therein specified, and shall be in a form to be approved 
of by the Commission, and a certificate of appearances 
shall be produced to the Commission upon the hearing 
of any motion upon notice, in order that the Commission 
may ascertain whether proper parties have been served 
with such notice. Every person entering or withdrawing 
an appearance, or altering his address for service, shall 
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give notice thereof in writing to the solicitor for the 
landlord, and no second or other appearance by any 
person shall be permitted until the previous appearance 
be withdrawn. 

Service 14. An y landlord or tenant who has made or joined in 

how to be any application to the Commission, and any person who 
effected. has entered a general or special appearance in a master, 
may be served with any order or notice through the 
Notice Department of the Land Commission ; and any 
person who has filed an objection, or served a notice of 
motion, may be served in the same manner with any 
order or notice having relation to such objection or notice 
of motion; and any person who shall have been served 
with a conditional order, and against whom such order 
has been made absolute, may be served in the same 
manner with any subsequent order or notice; and any 
purchaser may be served in the same manner with any 
order or notice. Except in the cases aforesaid, any person 
whom it may be necessary to serve with any order or 
notice must be served personally, or at his residence 
unless the Commission authorize some other mode ot 
service ; and in such cases the notice of motion shall not 
be moved until the expiration of four clear days alter 
the service thereof. 


Documents 15. Whore any notice or order is served through the 
for service Notice Department, the certificate of the clerk in tne 
through the jq 0 ti ce Department, that such notice or order was duly 
transmitted by post, shall be proof of service Every 
there person requiring to have any document served sliall lodge 
in the said office as many stamped and directed envelopes 
as mav be necessary for the transmission thereof ; and m 
the case of a notice of motion, shall lodge three copies 
for the use of the Commission. All documents lor 
service must be lodged in the said office before avo 
o’clock on the day of service. T t shall be the duty of the 
clerk to compare and check the address given at the 
foot of each notice, and on the envelope, and to enter in 
a book a minute of his having posted such documents ; 
and there shall be endorsed, or written on every docu- 
ment so lodged for service, the name and address ol every 
person on whom it is required to be served, and it a 
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solicitor, the name of his client, and the number of 
parties so served. 

16. Whenever any document shall he lodged in the Solicitor 
Notice Department for the purpose of being served the responsible 
solicitor shall certify and be responsible for the correct- for notlces - 
ness of such document, and whenever it shall be found 

to be incorrect, the solicitor shall not be allowed the costs 
of the same. 

17. No notice of motion shall be moved until after the Notices of 
expiration of two clear days from the service thereof, or motlon - 
where the services are to be made in the country, until 

after the expiration of four clear days. 

18. Any person desiring to show cause against a condi- Cause 
tional order must enter an appearance, and serve on against 
the landlord’s solicitor and on the solicitor to the Land Q°j^ tiona ^ 
Commission a notice of cause referring to any affidavit 

or other document on which he relies, and unless the 
solicitor for the person at whose instance such order 
was obtained, shall, within the time specified in the 
Conditional Order, or within four days thereafter, serve 
notice of motion to make the same absolute, the person 
showing cause may cause a rule to be entered in the 
proper office allowing his cause ; and on such rule 
being entered the cause shall be deemed to be allowed, 
and the party showing cause may proceed to tax his 
costs of resisting such Conditional Order ; but if no 
cause be shown within the time specified, or if the cause 
be disallowed, the party having carriage shall attend in 
the proper office to prove the services of the Conditional 
Order, and that no cause has been shown, or that the 
cause has been disallowed, and thereupon the proper 
officer shall proceed to make up the absolute order. 

19. When any married woman, not entitled for her Consent of 
separate use, joins in or consents to any application to married 
the Commission, the Commission shall before making'™ 11,111 ' 
an order be satisfied that such married woman is aware 

of the nature and effect of the application, and that she 
freely consents thereto, and for this purpose an appoint- 
ment shall be made with the solicitor for her attendance 
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before a Commissioner, for the purpose of being 
examined, or the Commission may, at their discretion, 
appoint some solicitor to make such examination, who 
shall for that purpose be furnished by the landlord s 
solicitor with a copy of the application; and the so ici or 
so appointed shall certify to the Commission that he 
has made such examination, and the result thereot, and 
his certificate shall be verified by affidavit.

Registry of 20. So soon as an order for an advance has been made, 
application ppe solicitor for the landlord shall register the applica ion 
as a lis as a p mc [ ens> if he have not previously done so. 

21. In the cases of sales and conveyance from land- 
lord to tenant, as soon as an advance has been sanc- 
tioned, the landlord’s solicitor shall furnish to the solicitor 
of the Commission : — 

An abstract of the landlord s title, verified as 
hereinafter mentioned. 

The original deeds where forthcoming, and copies 
or other evidence of such as are not forthcoming. 
Board of Works'certificate correctly filled up. 

Where the deeds are numerous a deed box shall be 
lodged, and in all cases a schedule of the deeds lodged 
must accompany the deeds. . ... 

Every abstract of title to be lodged shall be fairly 
and legibly written in round-hand on small brief paper, and 
on one side only, and with proper and distinct margins 
for the several parts of the instruments abstracted, and 
shall be verified by the solicitor by whom same shall 
have been prepared by an affidavit in a form o e 
approved of by the Commissioners.. . . , 

When the title has been investigated .the solicitor to 
the Commission will furnish his requisitions to the lan 
lord’s solicitor, who will return them with his replies, 
and with a draft requisition for searches, i he landlord s 
solicitor shall lodge the requisition for searches (when 
approved of) in the usual way in the Registry of Deeds 
and Registry of Judgments Offices, and when the searches 
are ready shall lodge same with the solicitor of the 
Commission.

22. Before any vesting order is made of land held in to 
fee-simple, notice shall be given to the Commissioners of 

Her Majesty’s Woods and Forests. of Woods 

and Forests. 

23. After the order that the sale shall be carried Notice to 
into effect by a vesting order is made, the solicitor f or clalmants - 
the landlord shall lodge a draft of a general notice 

to claimants with the Examiner, who shall settle such 
notice, and shall, if necessary, take the directions of a Com- 
missioner as to the publication thereof. The general notice 
shall follow a form to be approved of by the Commis- 
sion, and shall be published in at least one Dublin 
and one local newspaper, and in such other newspapers 
as may be directed. 

24. Any person having custody of any deed or doeu- Lodgment 
ment relating to the title shall, if so ordered, and on such of Deeds - 
terms as a Commissioner shall think just, produce or 

hand over the same to the Irish Land Commission 
for the purposes of the sale. The Examiner will state 
in his directions on the title, whether he requires the 
deeds to be deposited in the Irish Land Commission or 
merely produced for inspection. A Commissioner may 
make such order as may be just, as to the lien of any 
person lodging such deeds, muniments of title, or papers, 
or as to payment of the costs of lodging the same. 

Provided always that no mortgagee shall be obliged, to 
part with the instruments creating his security, or dealing 
with it, until the order for payment of his demand is 
made ; but he shall be bound in the meantime to furnish 
copies thereof if required, on payment of scrivenery 
charges, and to produce the originals if required by order 
of a Commissioner, or if the Examiner shall certify that 
such instruments are required for the vouching of the 
abstract of title. 

25. Where parcels of land are sold to persons other Rental, 
than the tenants thereof, the directions of the Examiner 

are to be taken as to the settlement of a rental of such 
parcels.

26. After the registry and judgment searches shall 
have been made and all acts appearing on them ex- 
plained, a draft schedule of incumbrances shall be 
brought in by the solicitor for the vendor and settled 
by the Examiner. The schedule shall show all charges 
which, having regard to the abstract of title, and the 
result of the searches, shall appear to affect the lands, 
or to be a lien upon or payable out of the purchase- 
money ; and the charges shall be placed in such order 
of priority as may appear to be in conformity with 
the prima facie rights of the parties ; and shall also 
show, as nearly as can be ascertained, the sums 
due for principal, interest, and costs, and for arrears 
of annuities (if any) ; and such schedule shall also state 
the names of the several persons who may be entitled to 
the surplus fund after payment of charges, in every case 
in which it shall appear probable that there will be any 
surplus. The schedule shall follow a form to be approved 
of by the , Commissioners, and shall, after it has been 
settled by the Examiner., be filed. If in the peculiar cir- 
cumstances of any case it shall appear safe and expedient, 
the Commissioners may dispense with the lodgment of 
a schedule of incumbrances. 

27. Contemporaneously with the lodgment of the sche- 
dule a notice to claimants shall be prepared by the solicitor 
for the vendor, and settled by the Examiner, it shall 
follow a form to be approved of by the Commissioners 
with such additions as the nature of the case may require, 
and shall be in every case served on the following 
classes of persons unless otherwise directed : — 

1. All persons named as Owners. 

2. All persons named as Creditors or Claimants on 

the Schedule. 

3. All persons who have lodged deeds, subject to lien. 

4. All persons who have appeared. 

It shall also be served on such other persons and shall 
be published in such newspapers as a Commissioner 
shall direct, and such notice and ad vertisement _ shai 1 
state the day upon which the purchase-money will be 
distributed. 

28. Any person may file an objection to the Schedule 
within the time specified in the notice, which objection 
shall state the facts and documents relied on in support 
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thereof, and shall be verified by the affidavit of the 
objector, or, if a Commissioner allows, of his solicitor. 

Notice of every objection must be served at the time of 
the filing thereof on the solicitor for the vendor, and on 
the persons affected thereby ; and on the hearing of the 
schedule such objections shall be heard and disposed of. 

29. Two days at the least before the day appointed for Vouching 
the hearing, the solicitor for the vendor shall attend upon sei 

the Examiner for the purpose of vouching the services 
and publications of the notice, and shall produce a 
certificate of any objections filed. 

30. Afterthesearcheshavebeenbroughtinand examined, Payments 
the Commissioners may make an order for any payment 
which they think may be safely made, although the mlecL 
Schedule of Incumbrances shall not have been brought m 

or settled, but the costs of an application for such pay- 
ment shall not be allowed against the fund unless the 
Commissioners specially direct. 

31. Payment ofa legacy shall not be made until proof of Legacy 

the payment of legacy duty thereon be given, or unless u 
an order for payment of such duty to the proper officer 
be made. Payment may, in any special case, be ordered 
of money, or transfer of stock, to any person on giving 
sufficient security to abide any order which the Com- 
missioners may afterwards make in relation thereto. 

When money is payable to trustees, payment may be to 

deferred until the full number of trustees shall exist 
according to the provisions of the instrument creating 
the trust. 

32. The rulings of the Commissioners made on the hear- Rulings on 
ingof a schedule maybe entered on the schedule in a column schedule, 
reserved for that purpose, but the Commissioners shall, 

at the instance of any party 7 interested, cause to be pre- 
pared an order in conformity witn such ruling, which shall 
be entered in the “ Order Book.” The schedule so_ ruled 
shall not he taken out of the Examiner’s office without 
permission of a Commissioner. 

Orders. 

33. The rulings or adjudications of the Commissioners 
shall not take the form of orders, but the Commissioners 
shall at the instance of any party interested, cause to be 
prepared an order in conformity therewith which shall 
be entered in the “ Order Book.” 
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■Business to 34. All business shall, unless otherwise directed, be 
be done in transacted by the Commissioners in chamber, and in the 
chamber, taxation of costs, counsels’ fees shall not be allowed unless 

the Commissioners shall special!}- certify therefor. 

Partition or Exchange under Section 11. 

35. Any application by either landlord or tenant for a 
partition, exchange, or division of land held b}- tenants 
in common, or rundale or intermixed plots, under sec. If 
of the Act, shall be in writing and shall state : — 

The names and addresses of the several tenants of the 
land so held in common or rundale or intermixed plots. 

The Ordnance name and gross acreage of such land. 

If the original letting was not a joint letting when, and 
how the holding came to be so held. 

The terms of the original letting of such land by the 
landlord and the amount of the gross yearly rent payable. 

The several tenants now paying the said rent, and in 
what proportions. 

On the lodgment of any such application the Land 
Commission may appoint one or more surveyor or 
surveyors to inspect the lands and divide the same into 
convenient and separate holdings, to apportion the gross 
rent payable out of the entire lands on such apportioned 
holdings, and to state the tenants’ names of such holdings 
and the apportioned rents to be thenceforth payable by 
them. 

On lodgment of the surveyor’s report and scheme for 
partition in the office of the Land Commission notice 
thereof shall be given to the landlord, the several tenants, 
and all such other persons as the Commissioners shall 
direct. 

If no application be made to the Commissioners within 
fourteen days from such notice, or within such further 
time as the Commissioners shall direct, to vary or amend 
the said report and scheme for partition, and if it shall 
appear expedient to the Commissioners, the same shall 
stand confirmed and a final order for partition shall be 
made in accordance with such report and scheme or in 
accordance with any order amending the same. 

Each tenant entitled to a partitioned share will be 
entitled to a duplicate of the partition order. 

Apportion- 36. Proceedings for the apportionment of rent under 
mentofrent 72 nd section of the Landed Estates Court Act, and 
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for the appointment of trustees under the 64th and 66th and 
sections of the said Act, and for the appointment of 
trustees for the purposes of the Settled Land Act, 1882, Trustees, 
shall he by verified statement to be framed and entitled 
according to forms approved of by the Commissioners; and 
the rules and orders of the Supreme Court of Judicature 
in Ireland, made 25th April, 1883, under the said Settled 
Land Act, shall, so far as the same may be applicable 
thereto, be deemed to be incorporated with these rules and 
adopted in proceedings under the said Settled Land Act. 

37. Any affidavit to be used before the Land Com- Affidavits, 
mission may be sworn before a Commissioner for taking 
Affidavits in any Superior Court, or before any Justice of 

the Peace, and as regards Affidavits sworn out of the 
United Kingdom may be sworn before any person 
authorized by the Supreme Court of Judicature (Ireland) 

Act, 1877 ; and shall before being used be filed in the 
Land Commission. 

38. Whenever any affidavit or document purports to 
be signed by a marksman, his signature shall be witnessed 
by some person who shall certify by writing under his 
hand that the document was duly read over to such 
marksman, and that he appeared to fully understand the 
same. 

39. All affidavits shall be expressed by the deponent 
in the first person, and drawn up in paragraphs and 
numbered. 

40. Certified copies of documents required for the Land Certified 
Commission shall be made in the office and certified by C0 P ies - 
an officer of the proper department. Such copies shall 

(save where otherwise provided) be charged for at the 
rate of three half-pence per folio of seventy-two words ; 
provided that the minimum charge shall be 3 d. All 
payments for copies shall be denoted by Land Commis- 
sion stamps. 

41. Advances and guarantee deposits shall be made for Guarantee 
pounds only and shall not include shillings or pence. deposits. 

42. Where a sale is being made by a landlord to 
tenants by means of an advance of the entire price 
of their holdings, a guarantee deposit securing the ad- 
vance shall be made in respect of each holding. 
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43. Where in any matter pending before them, the 
Land Judges authorize the retention by the Land Com- 
mission of a guarantee deposit, the interest on such 
deposit shall (subject to the provisions of the said Purchase 
of Land Act, in respect of guarantee deposits) be paid to 
such person as the Land Judges may from time to time, 
by order, declare to be entitled thereto. 

44. A register shall be kept of all guarantee deposits 
stating by whom they have been made, and the lands to 
which they apply. 

45. If the title to a guarantee deposit, other than in 
cases pending before the Land Judges, becomes vested in 
some person other than the original depositor, such other 
person may apply for an order to have himself registered 
in the books of the Land Commission, upon satisfying 
the Commission that he is justly entitled thereto. 

Redemption 46. If any person liable to pay any instalments to the 
of Annuity. Land Commission desires to redeem his annuity, or any 
part of it, he may apply to the Land Commission stating 
how much of his annuity he wishes to redeem, or what 
sum he proposes to pay in respect of its redemption ; 
the Land Commission shall thereupon ascertain the value 
of the instalments to be redeemed, or the amount of the 
instalments which will be redeemed by the proposed 
payment, and on receiving such amount they shall en- 
dorse on the deed securing the advance a receipt for the 
payment, and a statement of the reduced annuity payable 
in future. 

Investments. 

47. The Commissioners may from time to time by 
order appoint Stockbrokers to the Commission. Any 
such Stockbroker may be suspended or removed by order 
of the Commissioners ; and such Stockbrokers shall dis- 
charge their duties in such order or rotation or other- 
wise as may from time to time be ordered by the Com- 
missioners. 

48. Whenever an order shall be made for the pur- 
chase of Stock with money standing to the credit of the 
Commission, the price shall not be paid to the Broker 
until he shall have transferred to the credit of the Com-

mission Stock equal in value to the money to be invested, 
deducting his commission ; and whenever an order shall 
be made for the sale of Stock standing to the credit of 
the Commission, the same shall not be transferred until 
the Broker shall have lodged in bank to the credit of the 
Commission the price thereof, deducting his commission. 

49. In the absence of any special agreement between Costa, 
a Solicitor and his client as to the costs of proceedings, 
and in all cases in which the Commissioners shall award 
costs against the fund or a third party, such costs shall be 
taxed according to the schedule of fees now in force 
in relation to proceedings before the Land Judges, so far 
as such schedule may be applicable to the same or 
analogous proceedings, and shall otherwise, including 
conveyancing, be taxable according to the schedule of 
fees for the same or analogous proceedings in force 
before the passing of the General Order of 16th April, 

1884, pursuant to the Solicitors’ Remuneration Act, 1881, 
as amended by schedule 2 to the said General Order ; 
and such costs shall be taxable by the proper officer of 
the Land Commission on notice to such persons as the 
Examiner shall certify. Every incumbrancer shall have 
with his demand his costs properly incurred unless the 
Commissioners shall otherwise direct.
